Wheat —Notwithstanding the good 
price that wheat is now bringing it con- 
tinues to come in so slowly that it be- 
comes manifest that there are few farm- 
ers that have much more to market. As 
high as 4 cts. has been pald during the 
past week. 

Oats—Still is geod demand and are 
now bringing from 41 cts. for feed to as 
high as 45 cts. for good clean samples for 
seed or milling. 

Barley —Is enquired after for seed and 
geod samples now bring 35 cts. a bushel. 

In the meat market there is little or 
nothing doing. Most of the butchers are 
now through with their frozen beef and 
some of them have already started eut to 
purchase fat cattle. Good beef cattle are 
quoted to _ at ste 3 cts. to $4 cts. live 
weight. Dressed hogs are still bringing 
from 6 am cts alb.

Farmer S Institute Meeting. 


THE iLAST MEETING OF 
THE SEASON HELD ON 
FRIOAY LAST. 


On opening the meeting, there were 
not hearly as large an 
aS at some of the for 
mer meetings. During the meeting there 
were a great many dropped in and be- 
fore the close there was 4 fair average 
attendance. 

Routine busines having been got 
through with the discussion of the session 
was commenced by the reading of a paper 
by E. A. Struthers, of the Manitoba 
Farm, County of Russell.

His 
description of an ideal dairy cow was 
very good. He gave many useful hints 
as to the dairy herd

consumed. He was much in favor of the 
Institute urging the merchants of Bran- 
don adopting the plan of purchasing but 
ter according to quality and as it passes 
inspection.

Roester said that some time ago he 
had three cows and two two-year-old 
heifers and kept strict account of the 
butter made and seld from them and it 
brought him in $200, 


Mr. Smith, the secretary, said he 
thought the Branden plains were not 
suitable for dairying, but thought thet 


each farmer should produce enough but- 
ter for his own use and a little to spare 

Mr. Percival gave his experience im 
dairying in this neighborhood and claim 

ed that there Was nothing on the farm 
that paid bat ter than stock and ne part 
of stock raising was better than that of 
making ‘eset. He had cows that gave 
8 lbs and over of butter per week and 
had no treuble in selling all of it at 
cts a lb eash. 

Mr. Bedford made some very good re- 
marks. He had been in this country for 
15 years and had yet to find the man who 
had gone into mixed farming inteligently 
who had not done well, while he could 
yoint to hundreds of settlers both on 
arge and small farms, who had failed to 
improve their circumstances by sticking 
to wheat raising alone.

| Minneapolis, Minn., March 30. —The 
flour output last week was 133,100 bar- 
rels. The advance in wheat the last two 
days seems to have benefited flour com- 
| paratively little. On Saturday — there 
was an increased call for patents from 
| domestic markets, and on Monday there 
were quite heavy sales by some __ firms. 
These transactions were mainly at old 
quotations, the advance of 10c to l5c per 
barrel, made to offset the extra cost of 
wheat, having since cCRecked the dispos- 
ition tobuy.
